would be opened only after due 
notice, and on certain sti- 
pulated lots of land. 

The new pit would be on what 
was termed the Eames-Dunn land 
which was described as being 
between the Hunt Pit, and the 
Pleasant jpmes pit. Inspection 
of an air photo map showed 
that it extended quite a dis- 
tance towards Park Street, and 
covered 53 acres. None of the 
Selectmen believed that it had 
ever been the scene of gravel 
operations, or that it was on 
the so-called ‘list’.

from the Sun, which we reprint, 
what we call the "Desperate Ambrose Attitude" 
of the Sun. 

The Lowell Sun is a distinguished newspaper, 
which has one of the finest makeup departments 
of any newspaper in the United States. It does 
a fine job of covering the news of its city. 

Rut it does a terribly poor job of covering 
the news of Wilmington, which fact is, we sup- 
pose, the reason for its "Desperate Ambrose at- 
titude". 

Let us note that Mrs. Carlson has made a few 
statements with which we do not necessarily a- 
gree. The Lowell Sun, first of all, had nothing 
to do with the proposal of the Lowell Community 
Fund. The telephone company, and the light com- 
pany, we think, are wromely maligned. 


But the Sun's attitude is not to be praised. 
When a South Boston gangster was shot in South 
Boston it was shown in the investigation that 
he sometimes had visited a family in South 
Tewksbury - a family with an Oliver telephone 
number. That was emblazoned across the top of 
the front page as "Wilmington Gangster". There 
are many other cases — just thns Sunday it had 
a $50,000 fire in a piggery in North Wilmington 
emblazoned across its front page - sensational— 
ism, and nothing else. The truth of the story 
is that the pig houses were valued at less than 
a thousand dollars apiece, in the town's valua- 
tion book, and the "cooker" which was burned 
can be replaced for less than $5000, according, 
to other people in the business. $15,000 is a 
high figure for the losses, we are told, in 
that fire. 

But it gave to the Sun a chance to exhibit 
its "Desperate Ambrose" characteristic, and, 
true to form, it jumped at the opportunity. 

No, Aveo is not in the heart of "Greater 
Lowell", Desperate Ambrose .to the contrery, nor 
is any part of the Town of Wilmington in the 
Lowell Sun's "Heart of Greater Lowell". 

STEVE BEAN 

When Steve Bean retired, as Superintendent 
of Schools, back in 1950 we were sorry that he 
chose to live out his retirement in a town 
other than Wilmington. He had the right, of 
course, to live where he chose, and he exer- 
eised that right. Our sorrow was that we were 
losing him as a neighbor, lively, volatile 
Steve Bean, he with the tenor voice who could 
be and frequently was the life of any party. 

When Steve Bean became the Superintendent of 
Schools, back in 1924 the Wilmington Publie 
Schools had a number of characteristics on 
which he immediately remarked, and which per- 
sist to this day. 

25% of the population was enrolled in the 
Public Schools, a remarkably high figure, he 
noted. The figure today is even higher. . 

One of Steve's earliest aspirations was to 
do away with a one room school, which the town 
had - a relic, he called tit, of earlier educa- 
tion. He was, of course, referring to the 
South School, which housed forty children, in 
four grades. 

Today we still have a similar school, ore 
that was temporarily in disuse in Steve's time, 
the West School. It isn't as crowded as was the 
South School, but it is “still a one room school 
- one of the few in Massachusetts. 

Steve was immediately faced with a housing 
problem - and his first recommendation was that 
the Walker School be doubled in size, For years 
a feature of the Town Meeting would be Steve 
on his feet, arguing for school houses. The 
town frequently turned him down - but the peo- 
Ple knew Steve for what he was - an earnest de- 
voted educator who, though he got red in the 
face, was arguing for their children. 

Steve Bean faced difficulties that we hope 
no other educator will ever be called upon to 
face. He was Superintendent of Schools of a

PTA PANEL AGREES ON 
IMPORTANCE OF MATH AND 
ENGLISH 
The PTA sponsored round table 
discussion, in the High School 
Tuesday evening was able to a- 
gree on the importance of good 
mathematics courses, and Eng- 
lish courses, as preparation 
of lligh School Students for 
either college or life in gen- 
eral. 


The panel missed Dr. Dudley 

Tuck, School Committee member 
and Assistant Professor of 
Electrical Engineering, at MIT 
Dr. Puck, who is intimately 
connected with both teaching 
and the Wilmington public 
schools, could have perhaps 
spoken more freely than did 
some of the other members, who- 
realized, and showed that they 
felt their viewpoints might be 
one sided. 


Practically all the panelists 
defended the present curricu- 
lum of the Wilmington Schools, 
with the possible exception of 
Augustus Walker, Assistant 
Professor of Chemistry at the 
Lowell Technical rnstitute. 
Mr. Walker had done a survey 
of the Wilmington Schools for 
the American Chemical Society 
Education Committee, of which 
he is a member. 


Mr. Walker stated that he 
felt the more gifted and 
able students, in Wilming- 
ton, were not getting an ade- 
quate preparation for college. 
He advocated more interest and 
participation by the community 
in science, and consideration 
of the curriculum proposed for 
science teaching by the Phy- 
Sical Sciences Study Committee 
at the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology. 


Walker told the audience that 
he felt the School Committee 
and Superintendent of Schools 
realized the problems. and were 
working towards a solution, 
but emphasized that he felt 
there was still a considerable 
way to yo. 


Dr. William K. Widger, moder- 
ator of the panel took the 
viewpoint of an impartial 
chairman, 


Prancis ,agerty, representing 
the J. W. Greer Company, which 
assists Wilmington students, 
emphasized the importance of 
mathematics to pupils who did 
not intend to go on to college 
but were planning to work in- 
dustrially. 


In answer to a question he 

told the audience that the J. 
W. Greer company policy was 
that the only requirement for 
admission to their industrial 
classes was an interest in the 
subjert. 


Bernard Mciahon, Principal of 
the High School, told the au- 
dience that the school was 
planning to enlarge its chem- 
istry courses next year, for 
the benefit of non-college 


students. 


Assignment of: homework was a

There was no agree- 
ment as to whether or not the 
home-work load was too great 
or too small.

‘I wouldn't say that’ Kidder 
objected. ‘I think we should 
know more about it before I 
vote’ 

De Felice ended the discus- 
ion - ‘Its two for, and three 
against - let's ajourn’.

BILL BERRY PROPOSES 
WATER SERVICES BE 
INSTALLED ON NICHOLS ST 
Bill Rerry, who should be 
dubbed ‘The Mayor of Nichols 
Street’ is going to try to 
get co-operation from other 
land owners on Nichols Street, 
to have all the local service 
mains, from the new water main 
installed, before the street 

is re-surfaced. 

Berry, with Cliff Braman, of 
Fairmeadow Road, visited the 
Board of Selectmen Monday eve- 
ning, to find out how things 
were coming along. 

He was told that the Nichols 
Street Water Main is being 
connected this week, but that 
nothing can be done for a 
while about re-surfacing the 
street because the TownM,ana- 
ger wants to have the work 
done under ‘Chapter 81’. 

This would be done under 
county auspices, Berry was 
told, and would result in a 
better surfaced highway. 

Rerry, learning this, propos- 
ed that all the houselots a- 
long the street hve service 
mains laid, so that the street 
would not have to be dug up 
after the new surface had been 
made. He wanted it done, whe- 
ther or not any milding was 
on the lot, and pointed out 
that the lots have 100 feet in 


width, so that if the service 
main were to come in at the 
center of the lot it surely 
would be not to difficult to 
connect it with any house that 
may be built. 


Berry was told that it would 
be impossible to order such 
work done. ,e left the meeting 
saying that he would see all 
his neighbors, to see if it 
could be done on a voluntary 
basis.
